CAMPING IN THE WOODS.

Sin: This is the season for recreation, and no 
recreation is more healthful and enjoyable than 
that of fishing to those who are true diseiples of 
Izaak Walton.

them of a quiet day in their boarding- 
house or a spree about town and its attendant 
results, an empty pocket and an aching head 
Monday morning. While the mechanics engaged 
in our business are, 22 ae a class, less Ha- 
ble to dissipation than those of many cthers, 
still we have for some years given this subject 
much thought, and, for the past two years or 
more we have adopted the system of paying off 
on Monday nights, and the results have been 

than we anticipated. There were some 
objections made by the employes at first—that it 
caused them inconvenience in makiug their usual 
weekly purchases, etc., but in a short time 
these were entirely done away with, and they 
would not be iuduced to return to the old system 
again. The results to the employe are apparent 
in the regular hours of labor induced, freedom 
from dizsipation and drunkenness, aud all the 
direct benefits which accrue to their families. 
and those dependent upon them for support: 
and, to the emplover, the satisfaction of ving 
steady and contented workmen, and of knowing 
that the money paid his hands “ will be placed 
where it will do the most good.” We should be 
happy to hear from others, through your col- 
umus, who have adopted this system.

That hitherto wooden institution designated 
appropriately as the Board of Health has at last 
done something useful for Chicago and the wor lu 
at large. It has published a report for the years 
1870-"71-"72-'73, in neat form. There are some 
features in this volume of especial uterest, 
and to these we shall call attention. One is a 
paper on the subject of Cholera m Chicago, pre- 
pared by Dr. Ben C. Miller, Sanitary Superin- 
tendent, and read by him before the National 
Board of Health. It received unbounded com- 
mendation for its tersenesg, completeness, and 
general scope, giving a map of the dis- 
trict infected, meteorological observations, 
and microscopic examinations. In addition to 
this are papers on the epizootic, with tables, and 
asummary of the weekly observations for the 
four years. The statistica of births are very 
those of mafriages and deaths 
ipasmuch as the County 
Clerk keeps the former and the Boar 
of Health the latter. The number of 
births for the mopths of. September, October, 
November, 1871, was 1,431; of marria for 
three months of that term. 1,147; the births of 
1872 were 5,167, and the marriages 6,476; the 
births for 1873 were 9,718, and the marriages 
6,448. The maximum of marriages was in 1572, 
and as a natural consequence the maximum 
of births in 1873. The uumber of deatie 
in 1870 was 7,323; in 1871 it was 7,976, or less 
thau for the previous year, notwithstanding the 
fire.

Thousand People Expected.

In spite of a few generations of civilization, 
the spirit of our savage ancestors is strong with- 
in ua, and we take readily to ways that are wild. 
Tents, and booths, and wildernesses, have an in- 
berited charm for us,—e charm in which lies heal- 
ing. For, if we may believe the doctors, nearly 
all the ills which civilized flesh is heir to are 
owing to the artificial conditons with which we 
surround ourselves, and their cure would natu- 
rally be found in a relapse into barbarism. The 
trouble is to induce people to take the simon- 
pure article. We like our medicines sugar-coated, 
and drag with us on our pilgrimages the burdens 
without which we have never learned to exist. 


Every year, bold experimenters open new routes 
into fresh, untamed regions; but no sooner do 
they tell of their delights than artiticial lite crowds 
into these wilderness-retreata, spoiling them 
for all purposes of free, indolent health-seeking. 
It is comforting to reflect upon the vastness of 
the country, and remember that there are yet 
miles enough of unclaimed forest, and coast, and 
mountain, to give us ali free range for a genera- 
tion or two, We need not go to Colorado either, 
or lie down in our tents in harrowing uncertainty 
as to our scalps. SomeOf the freshest and love- 
liest baunts lie within easy reach of our homes, 
and within the jurisdiction of police-courts. 
Baratoga and Switzerland exhausted, the New 
Yorkers sighed for new worlds, and discovered 
CHAUTAUQUA. 
Only a drop H you measure it by the great 
lakes, yet perfect as a gem in its green setting 
of mountains, it lies 700 feet above the level of 
the sea,—clear, glittering water, fed by living 
springs. Twenty-two miles, from end to end, 
you may ride on the little pleasure-boats; 
or, if you are a good oarsman, may paddle 
your own canoe, fishing by the way, 
hunting in the woods, and camping on 
the fine, gravelly shore. The tourists have 
been here in small force for several years. 
Mayville, at the northern, and Jamestown, at 
the southern, extremity of the lake, have several 
hotels of considerable pretensions; but there 
is abundant opportunity in the vicinity for the 
freest camp-life.

He unlocked and threw open an inner door 
as he spoke. We enteredin response to his in- 
vitation and found ourselves in the studio of 
Gustave Dore. 

It is a squre room of huge dimensiona, lighted 
by a skylight, and sufficiently lofty to accommo- 
date the gigantic canvases whereon the artist is 
accustomed to work out his vast conceptions. 
A square movable platform on wheels, adapted 
to be raised or lowered at pleasure, stood 
in the centre of the room. It is on this 
that Dore stands when at work on one of 


Jo M. Gustave Dore, with compliments of the 
author,” and with papers, letters. and visiting- 
cards, and scraps of drawings (ob, bow my fin- 
gers itched to appropriate one of these last), 
a few chairs, and a sofa made up the furniture. 
No scraps of bric-a brac, no pieces of old armor 
or antique furniture, nv lay-Hgures or lengths of 
colored drapery, the usual picturesque litter of 
an artist's studio, were visible. The foot slipped 
—— a polished flooring guiltiess of carpet. 
Huge green curtains, intended to hide unfinished 
works from the gaze of vistors, hung from the 
walls,—eise all was bare, severe, yet grandiose, 
from the size —— perfect adaptitude ot the room 
to the artist's uses. 

Of course, our first objects of interest were the 
pictures. Of these there was no lack—finished 
and un4dnished, sketches dashed off seemingly 
with a few vigorous strokes of the genius-direct- 
ed brush, carefully-finished canvases framed and 
ready for exhibition, mighty and gigantic paiut- 
ings crowded with life-size figures. The work 


of half an ordinary lifetime seemed concentrated 


in that one 100m, whose contents, however, bear 
so small a proportion to what the painter has 
done in the brief years of a life that has barely 
reached the maturity of manhood. My head 
faurly ached as I glaoced around me and thought 
of the gallery at London and the enormous list 
ef his published illustrations—Dante, the Bibie, 
Don Quixote, Milton, etc., to say nothing of the 
myriad desigus which he executed for the illus- 
trated papers and the like, before Fame and 
Fortune came band in hand to seek out the gifted 
boy. Dore is, in bis matchless fert and inex- 
haustible powers of imagination invention, 
the Alexandre Dumas of the brusb, but Alexan- 
dre Dumas without a collaborateur. 

Our firat object of attention was one of the 
huge canvases which occupied hail of one side of 
the room, and Wich was a scene from the “* In- 
ferno,” representing the hell of the liars tortured 
by serpents. The design was familiar to me 
from the print in the illustrations to Dante, and 
the picture displayed all that marvelous mastery 
of light and shade, and the power of indicating 
vast distances and an innumerable mulutude, 
with which his wood-engravings have made us 
acquainted. It is a fearful picture—the writhing, 
tortured forms, the scaly, glistening coils of the 
reptiles, the mighty multitude of sufferers that 
stretch away into the background, are all painful 
to contemplate. A smaller picture in oils stood 
near at hand on an easel. It was the dream of 
the wife of Pontius Pilate on the night preced- 
ing the crucifimon of our Savior. 

OU uthe other side of the room from the great 
picture which I first described (the sceve from 
the ‘‘Inferno’’), bung that terrible painting, 
tus Massacre of the Innocents.” If ever man 
painted sheer agony, Dore has done it in that 
direful picture. One young mother struggles 
madly to reach a baby, whom a brawny soldier 
holds aloftin bis pitiless grasp. Another clutches 
her infant to her breast, while the strong hand 
of one of the slayers is closed upon the little 
shoulder, and ope sees that in another moment 
the child will be torn from her clasp. Prone 
upon the earth lies, in merciful insensibility. one 
hapless mother with her babe, a bleeding corpse, 
beside her. But most dreadful of all is a group 
in the background. One wretched woman 
holds huddled up in one arm the cradle that 
contains her child, while with her other arm 
she etrives to embrace its would-be mur- 
derer; and, with a look and gesture too painful 
for description, she offers her lips to bis kiss. 
Take me- take body and soul alike—but spare 
my child!” So say her expression and ber 
gesture. The horrible eagerness and the 
blended agony and effort at blandishment of her 
face, contrasted with the brutal insensibility of 
the soldier, only intent on seizing his prey, 
were something agonizing to contemplate. 

dp another part of the room hangs the touch- 
ing picture of The Mountebanka,” ove of the 
very few creatures of the pencil that ever drew 
tears from my eyes.

That very clever story, The Tyrarteler of 
Calviras,” just now going the rounds, recalis an 
incident which took place in the New Orleans 
Picayune office many years ago, when George 
Washington Reeder presided over the polite col- 
umns. Reeder was very small, not over 4 feet 6 
inches in height, singularly youthful in appear- 
ance, and given toa pompous, overwhelming, 
elaborate politeness, which, in connection with 
ae stature and maguiticent 
geMually reminded one of a benevolent bus 
bigbly diplomatic tomtit. Apart from his jour- 
palistic pursuits, Reeder had quite s name in the 
theatrical line, being a dilettante comedian of 
considerable merit.

county. He makes various allegations touching 
several members of the then Board. Periolat 
holds the Matthews contract, and refuses to re- 
lease it. He, it is understood, at first felt that, as 
there was a failure by the county to purchase the 
Matthews property, that put an end to the con- 
tract. But, as Matthews insists that the county 
actually made the purchase, and has brought 
suit, Periolat holds the contract as subject to 
the decision by the courts in that case. If the 
courts hold that the county did legally purchase 
the property of Matthews, then Periolat will 
claim the $10,000, under his contract. Matthews 
expresses an uncomplimentary opinion of Perio- 
lat. Periolat does not hold any better opinion 
of Matthews, and, on one occasion, it is said that 
he expressed his contempt by giving Mr. 
Matthews a sound drubbing. | 

The public have an interest in knowing (1) 
Was the original purchase from Matthews the 
result of corrupt promises of a pecuniary con- 
sideration? (2) Was that purchase abandoned 
because of the failure to pay over the bribes? 
(3) Was the purchase of the Baldwin block, at 
an advance of $15,000, aud with a possible margin 
of $29,000 to be divided, the result of corrup- 
tion? With the aid of this record, and in con- 
nection with the exposure made in THE TRIBUNE 
some weeks ago concerning the modus operandi 
by which the Baldwin lot was sold to the county, 
the public will be the better able to estimate the 
value of the evidence given elsewhere. 

It looks as though the stir about the Matthews 
lot was intended to divert attention from the 
purchase of the Baldwin lot, which is more likely 
to have been a job than the other, 


THE VAGARIES OF INNOCENCE. 

Since the first great crime was committed on 
kind by certain infallible, ever-present marks. 
Cain, after he had killed his brother, grew con- 
veniently ignorant of everthing concerning his 
whereabouts. When the Lord inquired of him 
where Abel was, he ans were i byanother inquiry, 
viz.: Whether he was his brothers keeper. 
But, notwithstanding this bravado, be ran away, 
and, on the whole, his demeanor has been the 
demeanor of guilt ever since. This was in the 
early time, ere guilt had studied the art of coun- 
terfeiting innocence. Later criminals learned to 
copy the gait, the manner, and the composure of 
virtue. The murderer learned to walk among his 
feliow-creatures and to be anxious for the protec- 
tion of the lives of his fellow-citizens and fellow- 
countrymen. The drunkard learned to preach 
temperance, and the adulterer to expatiate on 
the sin of incontinence. In the course of time, 
vice has learned the features, gait, deportment, 
and manners of virtue; dressed herself in her 
garb, and passed for what she is not. It has 
been always a very common thing to see the 
wrong-doer mimic the ways of innocence; but 
never until the Beecher-Tilton case was it knowp 
that Innocence disguised herself in the garb of 
Guilt. 

Mr. Beecher protests that he has been always 
pure, and, in particular, that he nas never been 
guilty of any impropriety with Mrs. Tilton. He 
assures the world of his entire innocence, ana 
yet ‘his whole deportment, from the time that 
suspicion first fell upon him to the present, and 
his acts have been those of guilt; so much so 
that, if not a seducer or an adulterer, he is a 
very good mimic of both. If not guilty of the 
charges laid at his door, Beecher has certainly 
acted as if he were. In the first piace, he en- 
tered into a secret tripartite agreement with 
Bowen and Tilton to have something 
hushed up. This, innocent, virtuous meu 
do not do. This, crimipals and men burdened 
with guilty consciences frequently do. If Mr. 
Beecher had done nothing wrong, he had no 
reason to wish it kept from the world. If he 
bad done that which his conscience approved at 
the time, why wish it concealed? What con- 
science approves, men do not wish to hide. Mr. 
Beecher assures us that he did nothing wrong ; 
that he did only what his conscience permitted; 
that he did what under the circumstences he 
thought best; and yet he wishes the whole 
matter smothered; and, to smother it, enters 
into a contract with Bowen aud Tilton. This we 
would characterize as one of the vagaries of in- 
nocence, 

But, in course of time, the tripartite agreement 
is broken, and Tilton’s charges appear. Mr. 
Beecher is accused of adultery. He does not 
deny the charge immediately. He takes time to 
consider how he shall plead. He wants a few 
days, or a week, or a month, to make a complete 
answer. He does not remember what he has 
written on that subject, and so he asks time to 
refresh his memory, ani to prepare what he shall 
say. Notwithstanding all this, he claims tit he 
didn’t, which may be put down as vagary 
No. 2 of an innocent man. After this the va- 
garies of innocence pour in rapidly. 
They crowd one another. They elbow one 
another. They trip one another. They rain 
down upon us. They deluge us. Beecher wishes 
his conscience vindicated. He appoints his 
friends, men pecuniarily interested in his acquit- 
tal, to try him—vagary No. 3. He humbles him- 
self before God and Theodore Tilton; and yet 
he had done Theodore Tilton nowrong! He 
was innocent, and humbled himseif only because 
he was innocent—vagary No. 4. He wishes he 
were dead, and yet he had done nothing 
to wish he were dead at all—No.5, He would 
die before apy one but himself were inculpated, 
and yet there was no one to inculpate, much less 
himself—No. 6. He was innocent, so was every- 
body else. But innocence will sometimes mimic 
guilt. Innocence will have its vagaries, and 
go masquerading in the garb of remorse. He 
hambly prays God to put it in the heart of the 
husband of one be has siuned against to forgive 
him, and yet he never did anything that de- 
manded forgiveness! To his vagaries there is 
no end! He was afflicted 80 much on account 
of something be had done that he did not, at 
one time, expect to be alive many days; and this

PASTORAL VISITS AND SENTIMENTAL RE- 
LIGION. 

Itis so seldom thas the New York Observer 
contains anything of interest toa man who has 
been alive during the last ten years that we fee 
bound to give editorial notice of the fact that it 
has been saying some sensible things anevt the 
Beecher case. It draws from it the moral which 
bas already been enforced in these columns, that 
pastor and feminine parishioners need to keep 
further apart than they have deen in the habit 
of doing. It is not rignt that a wife should 
confide in her clergyman rather than in ber hus- 
band. Some men ne & passion for gossip. 
When they become clergymen they encourage 
these domestic revelations, aod so thoughtlessly 
involve families in irremediable trouble. The 
Observer says : 

For this way lies the danger. A silly woman, pious 
perhaps, but very soft and suallow, hears the stirring 
words of her eloquent pastor; is roused, warmed, 
soothed, exalted—she thinks edijied—and straightway 
she believes him to be the man sent to do her good. 
She goes to his study to tell him so; how much enjoy- 
ment she finds in his words; or she writes him a letter 
and pours out her little soul full of twaddle about her 
gratitude for what her dear pastor has done for her; 
how she “is lifted up” by bis iustructions; how she 
loves him asa friend given to be her guide and com- 
fort, and so on and so on, more and worse, running into 
amewkish sentimentality, a sickening man-worship, 
disgusting to every sensible person, but very 
nectar to s vain, worldly preacher, who sevks 
only to make his hearers feel good.” Such people 
never go to their pastor to ask what they must do to 
besaved?” It is to tell him how good they feel; how 
he is exalting them, filling them with joys, peace, 
and love.” We cannot go into particulars without of- 
fending the tastes of every reader. We make our 
meaning plain. We wish to be understood as saying 
that what worldly preachers and sentimental women 
call “ communion of soul” and “ kindred spirits,” 
„mutual help, and holy sympathy,” and words in 
the same strain, w not religion —it is not even relig- 
ious, It is of the earth, earthy. It is “ carnal 
conceived in sin,” It issimply the lower nature, the 
humen passion, of ope creature toward another. God 
is not in it. 


The Philadelphia Press suggests that the first 
kiss, the bride’s fee to the officiating clergyman, 
should be abolished while public opinion is ripe 
for such a change. It is indecorous and useless. 

This is but one of many outer signs of a senti- 
mentality which lies deep at the root of re- 
ligion,—especially the religion of women. Wom- 
an is the religious sex. The keen, searching 
analysis of the reasons of religion which is the 
characteristic of the men of to-day has made 
the sex, with some exceptions, which 
glories in the holiness of childlike faith 
regard all reasoning about religion as more or less 
wicked. So belief becomes more of an emotion, 
less of a logical result. Religious exaltation, 
which our New England ancestors built up upon 
a foundation of unshrinking, pitiless reasoning, 
is in their daughters a vague throbbing of the 
heart, Mrs. Tilton exults in the joy to her soul 
that her acquaintance with Beecher has brought 
her. A lost reputation, a ruined home, a heart- 
broken husband, s sickening, world-wide scandal, 
—what are these to the religious fervor,” tne 
‘* communion of soul,” between herself and her 
pastor? 1 dont know but I would do the 
same thing again, says she, „ because it has 
been so much to my soul!” Sentimentality can 
no further go. We have here the outcome of 
the divorce between religion and reason, the 
union of sanctity and sentimentality. The ser- 
mon that says feel good” instead of be 
good is the devil's progeny, whoever be the 
human oracle to utter it. 


MINISTERIAL SIDE-SHOWS. 

When the great cirous comes to town, with its 
flying banners, high-stepping cavalcade, and 
blatant horns, and pitches its tent upon the 
green, immediately thereafter numerous smaller 
tents, which were not represented in the street 
pageant and do not figure on the gorgeous 
posters, appear as if by magic and invite the 
crowds to enter and behold the wonders con- 
tained therein. The sideshows are smaller 
in dimensions, but the pictorial induce- 
ments, and the harangues of the man 
at the door, are always more attrac- 
tive than the allurements of the larger 
tent. The cosmopolitan amusement seeker, 
conscious that he will find sometbiug which will 
richly repay him, and tired of the staleness of 
the circus, rarely fails to visit the side-shows. 
The great circusat Brooklyn has now been in 
progress many weeks, drawing large houses and 
eliciting all kinds of criticism upon the charac- 
ter of the performances. Many, however, are 
tired of attending, and, as there is nothing new 
on the bills, we have thought it would not be 
amiss to call the attention of the reader to some

The som and father 
then engaged in a fist-fight, which rapidly spread 
throughout the whole congregation. When 
Alexander came to, bis meeting was broken up, 
and he is now in jail on the charge of “criminal 
indiscretion.” Father Degen, of Cape May, bas 
raised a storm about his ears for abusing the 
hotel concerts of that place, and a St. Louis 
father is in trouble for getting up & corner on 
masses. The details of the Kupff scandal in 
Germany, which is almost parallel to the Beecher 
scandal, except that the prelate Kupf is ins 
prison, are already familliar to the public. 

These little side-shows, fourteen in number, are 
quite as interesting in their wav as the perform- 
ances in the large tent at Brooklyn. The per- 
formers are not so well known, but, in their 
little circles, they create just as much ¢excite- 
ment, In view of the increase of late in this 
class of amusements, we are certainly justified 
iv asking the old question, Whither are we drift- 
ing? Has the father of all mischief got an- 
other thousand- year privilege? 


A CHEVALIER D’INDUSTRIE. 

Among the names which have become memors- 
ble, distinguished, and notorious, in Chicago, 
there is not one that possesses, a6 & Synonym for 
rascality, the distinction that sttaches to that of 
Timothy Fuller. He in one particular, 
and that is, he avows he is dishonest. This 
man Fuller is a genius in hie way. For at least 
ten years he has publicly followed the business 
of swindling, and during that whole time, and 
to this day, successfully defies the courts, grand 
aud petit juries, the police, public prosecutors, 
and the whole executive and administrative de- 
partment of the Government. The State Legis- 
lature and the Common, Council have tried to 
frame laws that would cover Tim Fuller and Tim 
Fuller’s business, but have miserably failed ; 
aud, among the many personal, political, and 
professional acquaintances of Mr. Reed, the 
State’s Attorney, there is not one who greets him 
so fearlessly ae Timothy Fuller, Esq., the Con- 
fidence Man of Chicago. Once. and once only, 
did the law succeed in holding Mr. Fuller 
in its toils; but even in that case it was only by 
the extraordinary measure of puaishing him for 
contempt of court that it was successful. Tbat 
contempt cage was one of his earliest exploits 
in Chicago. The facts may be thus summa- 
rized: Fuller anda man named Rainforth joined 
teams. Rainforth, under some assumed name, 
had his lite insured for several thousand dollars. 
After being insured some time, he got sick; then 
he got very sick. The agent of the insurance 
company was notified of his illness, and visited 
the sick man, who was attended by s respecta- 
ble-looking physician. The sick man suggested 
that, if the insurance company would rather send 
a doctor of their own, he would be glad to have 
him; the insurance agent, if he had had any 
suspicions, felt assured that the young man, even 
if he was going to die, was nevertheless truth— 
fui, and he departed. Ibe patient “lingered” 
a few weeks longer, and then died. The insur- 
ance agent was invited to the funeral, but did 
not attend; and, next day, the funeral took 
place under the charge of Timothy Faller, Esq. 

Before dying, the sick man made a will, in 
which he disposed of bus worldly goods, and the 
prospective proceeds of his life-insurance 
policy, in legacies among relatives and friends, 
and wound up by appoiating Timothy Fuller, 
Esq., his executor, with full powers, etc. In 
due time the will was admitted to probate. The 
dead man appeared, if we remember aright, un- 
der an assumed name, as a witness to his own 
will. The Court granted letters of administra- 
tion, and the executor applied for the insurance 
money. It is not necessary to detail all that fol- 
lowed. The money was not paid; the trick was, 
in some way, discovered; and the County Court 
—there being no other way to reach the conspir- 
atore—treated the filing of a false will, and the 
obtaining of letters on an estate which never ex- 
isted, as trifling with the forms of law and a 
contempt of Court. For this contempt it sent 
Fuller, and Rainforth, and the “doctor,” to the 
County Jaii for terms ranging from e to eight- 
een months. 

Since that time Fuller has had a front rank 

among the confidence mea of this and other 
cities. He is a respectabie-looking man, always 
dressed well and neatly; wears just now a suit 
of gray cloth; and, with mutton-chop wiskers, 
might easily be mistaken for a member of the 
Board of Trade or of the Board of Underwriters, 
or even fora banker or merchant. Tim Fuller 
is not a thief in the sense of being a pickpocket, 
burglar, or garroter ; that kiud of crime he prob- 
ably spurns. He would not steal nor rob from 
the person; nor is hea gambler. He is not tnat 
kind of @ person at all. What he claims to be, 
and what he undoubtedly bas a right to claim, is 
that, in a matter of stand-up dealing between 
man and man, be can make wore and his cus- 
tomer make less than can be done in a deal be- 
tween any other two persons. He claims that he 
lives by his intellectual vigor and his knowledge 
of human natare. He is a large advertiser, and 
his advertisements read something like the fol- 
lowing : 
/ $500—-A manufacturer, doing a business which 
yields a profit of $1,000 a month, will sell a half inter- 
est therein for $500 cash, This is no fraud, but an 
excellent chance for some enterprising young man. 
Apply, etc. 

A clerk, with $200 cash to deposit with his employer, 
can find u permanent situation at 64 6 day to take 
charge of an office. Wark light, 

Fuller being 8 man of genius, there is no limit 
to the variety he can give to his advertisements. 
Strauge as it may appear, he finds plenty of cus- 
tomers; and sometimes so strong is the 
competition that, to satisfy them, he is 
obliged do sell out the business to two or 
three, and hire more than one clerk,— 
receiving, however, the stipulated deposit 
from each. In s few days the purchaser dis- 
covers that he has been ewindled; he rushes to 
the policu, who hear the oft-repeated story 
with a sulle. If a warrant be sworn out, and 
Fuller arrested, then the genius of the “ intel- 
lectual nan isshown. By some means—and 
no one hes ever yet discovered them—the pros- 
ecution is certain to fail at some stage for the 
want of the evidence of the swindled man. In 
one instance the case had reached the point of 
swearing the trial-jury, when it failed, and Tim- 
othy, expressing a pious wish for the continued 
good healih of Mr. Reed, went forth unscathed 
in person and character by a comviction for con- 
fessed swindling. 

This man is, as we have said, a genius in his 
way. Re is a man of temperate habits, free 
from ordinary vices, of s clear, cool head, quick 
in judginent, prompt in business, agreeabie in 
conversation, extremely plausible, and, above 
all, bas an insuperable objection to honest la- 
bor. preferring to use his superior mental and 


social qruslities as a cheat and «swindler, ‘His | 
ability has kept him out of prison to his present | 


middle age, and bids fair to enable him to be s 
successful swindler to the end.

AMUSEMENTS FOR THE POOR. . 
Committees appointed by the American Social 
Science Association have been considering the 
question of providing amasements for the poor. 
Their reports are of some value, although cir- 
cumstances make the view they take a somewhat 
narrow one. The main report comes from Bos- 
ton. There, we learn with great astonishment, 
„the American seamstress or shoptender goes to 
lectures or to concerts; the American mechanic 
is a deacon of his church and attends the 
Lowell lectures; his children are elaborately 
cared for in Sunday-echool festivals and floral 
processions.” Happy seamstress, mechanic, 
children. The lot of their Western mates is not 
like unto theirs. The competition of our seam- 
stresses for lecture-tickets has never raised the 
price, The deacons of Chicago might 
be polled many times without discovering 
multitadinous mechanics among them. Our 
Sunday-sechools incline towards more or less 
elaborate festivals once or twice a year, but they 
scarcely furniah amasement for every day. Our 
streets are guiltless of floral processioos,” un- 
less peripatetic flower-shops can be be dignified 


with the name. After the Americans have been e- 


cised from the lists of amusement-seekers, the 
Irish and Germans remain. The latter are 
speedily disposed of. Parks and beer-gardeos- 
suffice for them. The irrepressible Hiberniso 
remains on our hands. He hkes drinking and

An Indians com- 
mitteeman thinks all these plans involve too 
much done for the poor and not enough by 
them. Better educate the laboring classes, says 
the wise Hoosier, and they will then seex higher 
amusements. 

The need of amusement ‘is not, as these re- 
ports would have it, substantially confined to 
the Irish poor. It applies to ali classes of 
Americans, native or foreign-born, poor or rich. 
Our life is apt to be bare. We cannot parallel 
the picture-galleries, the soological gardens, 
the museums, the music, of Europe. Only one 
or two of our cities can vie with European 
capitals in their parks. All these things are 
the outgrowths of a concentration of capital 
which is as yet unknown on this side of the 
Atlantic. Our climate makes out-door amuse- 
ments difficult: We must seek most of our en- 
joyment under cover. We need more shows. 
Even if they were not of the highest type, they 
would serve to diversify the lives that are now 
dragged wearily on, from year to year, portioned 
out between work and sleep. It would bean 
excellent thing if the annual expositions of 
Cincinnati and Chicago could be expanded into 
permanent exhibitions on the plan of the Crystal 
Palace in London. ü

FOUNDLING ASYLUMS. 

The examination in New York City into the 
matter of baby-farming discloses the most 
shocking cruelty and even murder. The pri- 
vate lying-in asylums contract with the mother 
that, for a certain sum, she shall be nursed 
th h her confinement, and, for another or- 
tain 8 the baby shall be taken care of and 
not heard of again. These lying-in establish- 
ments are kept mostly by voor people, who fur- 
nish wretched accommodations. It may be as- 
sumed that their care of the child means its 
death, and investigation establishes as a geveral 
rule that the children perish from actual starya- 
tion. The pre: ens of having them adopted serves 
but to obtain the consent of the parent that they 
be murdered. Poverty and human frailty are 
beset with temptations at every step. First are 
the abortionists, whose places of business are 
cpen day and night, and who offer to the 
unfortunate and the poor a means Of escape 
from child-bearing and its consequences. Those 
who have the moral courage to reject this al- 
lurement to crime are then offered private 
homes and attendance when sick, with relief 
from future care and responsibility for the 
children. The children born in these estabiish- 
ments are largely illegitimate. The married 
women who resort to them are, as a rule, very 
poor, and abandon their infants because of an 
inability to take care of them, and a promise 
that they will be adopted by rich people.” It 


sometimes happens that childless people, in an- 


swer to an advertisement, will adopt one of these 


waifs, but this is too exeeptional to change the 


general rule that the children are abandoned to 
death. 

The New York Journal of Commerce suggests 
that there is a remedy for much of this child- 
murder, viz. :

foundling asylums, claiming that they offer in- | 


ducementa and encouragement to crime by 
furnishing the means of avoiding the conse- 
quences. But the practical question which has to 
be met is, when these children are born shall 
their lives be preserved, or shall they be per- 
mitted to die by starvation or be otherwise mur- 
dered? The experience of mankind in all 
countries and under all circumstances is thet 
children will be born te unmarried persons and 
to persons too poor to take care of them, This 
is a notorious fact that cannot be got rid of by 
any system of logic. That fact must be dealt 
with, and any pla 1 which will avoid ehild-mur- 
der must commend itself to the judgment of all 
humane people. ö 

Auxiliary and equally valuable in the preven- 
tion of crime are free lying-in hospitals, where 
the patients can receive proper medical aid aud 
proper nursing. These establishments are the 
foil to the practice of abortion. They remove 
the temptation of being murdered in as back 
room or the office of some ignorant brute, who, 
for a few dollars, offers to destroy one human 
life and frequently destroyatwo. In such a hos- 
pital the expectant mother finds refuge, home,

Here, on the other hand, or rather at the other 
end of fortune’s scale, is a man impelled to seif- 
destruction by the naggings of poverty. Hislife 
became as unsupportable as his family. It us 
noticeable that the names of defaulting officials 
are very infrequent in this gloomy list. Perhaps 
they have no such ills here as would suggest 
their flying to others that they know not of. 
Ghicago, as might be inferred from the lofty puri- 
ty of her commercial life, does not often have 
occasion to deplore a suicide, however partial 
abe may be to a suicidal policy. 

One more unfortunate swallows the fatal po- 
tion to drug the memory of a lover's perfidy 
and her owa shame. “I will not goa step 
further ” are last words as applicable to her as 
to ‘‘Gordon-Gorden,” who, upon uttering them, 
falls dead by his own band at the feet of the de- 
teotives. Two men jump the life to come from 
the North River docks, at New Tak. Cause dun- 
known.” But, in the case of two others, the wife 
of one man and the husband of another woman, at 
Indianapolis, the cause is known, and is called 
“@omestic disagreement.” The parties, how-

ASTRONOMICAL. 


The planets Jupiter and Venus will be in com 
junction on Wednesday evening next, at which 
time Venus will be only 58 minutes of are south 
from Jupiter, the distance between the two be 
ing a little less than twice the apparent diameter | 
of the full moon. Their distance from the sun, 
in right ascension, at that time, will be 4 hom 
36 minutes; but, owing to the fact that they are 
farther south than the sun, they will set only 1 
hour 40 minutes after him. Hence they are 
scarcely visible out of the twilight. Astronemi- 
cally, the conjunction is of no great importance ; 
but it will afford an opportunity of making s 
direct comparison of their albedo, or reflecting 
power. Venus appears to the naked eye as 
much the largest of the two; but ber apparent 
diameter is only 163% seconds, while that of Ju- 
piter is 803% seconds. The reason for this appe- 
rent contradiction is fornd in the greater brill- 
iapcy of the smaller planet. 

Venus will attain ber greatest elongation from 
the sun on Sept. 29, and her greatest brilliency — 
on Nov, 2.

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Marat. 

Jean Paul Marat, who is oy far the most loath- 
some character in the French revolution. and 
who will live as the ty inearrvate of rabid 
journalism, was, like J, J. Rousseau, a Swiss. 
He was boro in 1744, and it adds much to his 
guilt that be received a superior education and 

natural abilities ot a high order. It is 

fair to add, however, that bis talents and learn- 
ing subjected at the outset of his 
career to c-uel persecutions. After sudy- 
ing medicine and ootamug an es. 
ment as Doctor to the Count of Lois’ 
grooms, he aduicced himself to researches un 
uatural science, and published several es-ays on 
the theory of lgbt. These papers bad the 
honor of being reviewed and warmly praised by 
Volcaire, but they upset all the notions on light 
which were hed oy the Academy of Sciences, 
sod that learned body instantly fell foul of the 
innovator. He was friendiers, poor, and irrita- 
bie ; he wrote of the Academy with contempt, and, 
above all, bis theories were the true ones. hese 
were reasons exough to draw on bim hostility of 
a very acuve kind; and tue Institute of France, 
which was a powerful corpotation, refuted him 
waspishly, and then set influences at work to 
arive him from the country. Marat was of sickly 
health and of sour temper; a keen private sor- 
row, resuiting from a misplaced attachment, 
added to his innate morosevess, so that he was 
in every manner unfit to bear ap seienely uuder 
persecuiion. He went off to Eugland andspeut 
ten years in London, lodging in Fleet street; 
ai ter this he divided a couple of years between 
Ediaburg and Dublm, and then he visited Hol- 
land, picaing up all the while a precarious suste- 
nance as a r, tutor, trausiator, aud author. 
1789 the ourbreak of the revolution 
back to Paria, rich wish 

stores of learning and 

experience he had acqu‘red during bis exile, and 
bent upon starting a newspaper. lige other clever 
mea. Marat differed from other mea, chough, 
in this respect, that from the first he had a clear 
ptiou of bis object, aud pursued it to the 
. undeviatingly. His ideas of reform were 
never clogged by the wish to ape English 
coustitntionaiism, for he detested England. He 
deri ed a radical Republic; aod though his first 
journal, le Pubiicisie Parwten, was couched 
in moderate its logic was so trenchant 
and its drift so evident that even the most zeal- 
ous Deputies of the third estate took offense at 
it as going far beyond what they aspired to, and 
as calculated to do their causean injury. It was 
the distinctive trait of Marat’s genius that he 
could pot write a line but attracted attention. 
His acholarship was so deep, aud his style conse- 
quently so and strong, his knowledge of the 
people's grievances was so thorough, aud his 
perseverance in the aims he was pursuing 80 
relentiess, that the writings of other men baled

The savages of the islands in the Pacific and 
Indian Oceans use Very potent means to attain 
sienderness of figure for the young women, and 
researches among the iuins of Palenque (one of 
those mysterious forest cities of Central Ameri- 
ca) prove that those almost forgotten peopie 
koew of the most artificial andfweill-fi:ting and 
comp! Gesivie corset which bas eher been invent- 
ed. The savage corsets are of rat tan, 
bones of animals, aod skins, aud laced with 
leacher chonge, aud are worn by men and women. 
Tas young Indiao warrior of to-day laces himseif 
when he goes on the war-path or to see his lady- 
love ius kin and bone belt, which is a very 
good co: set. 

Tue women of Egypt, if we can believe the 
P were not above tight lacing. In fact, 
gloves, corsets, ets, aud ornaments for the 
uair go bac to the remotest antiquity. 

In the book of Isaiah we read of the Divine 
displeasure manifested against tue people of Je- 
rusalem and Judab, and of the depriving of the 
women of personal adorament, and there is thus 
striking allusion to the corset m the splendid 
poe language of the time: ‘Instead of a 
girdie, there soould be a rent; and instead of a 
well-set bair, baidness; and instead of a stom- 
acher, a girding of sackcloth ; and burning iu- 
stead of beauty.” 

The desu ladies of rank wore profuse orna- 
mentation, and always a tightly- a bodice, 
which is carefully and beautifully alludea to by 
Scott in his descriptions of Bebecoa, that most 
exquisite of ideal Jewesses. 

ow, ia looking at the loose, classical drapery 
of the Roman women, one would say that the 
corset had disappeared for a while from oue 
well-dressed period of the world. But history 
tells us differently. In fact, any lady of mod- 
erp times who has draped herself for private 
theatricals, or for tableaus, io the Roman robes, 
knows well that it mast be avery carefully- 
constructed dress. It cannot be lightly assumed. 
It is very ugly unless the shape be perfeet un- 
derveath its apparently negligent folds. We 
learn from poets and dramatisu, as well as from 
historians, that the Roman women wore a girdle, 
which they called the strophium, and which was 
2 the same as the mara or girdle of the 
reeks. Ihe famous cestus of Venus is affirmed 
by a poetical London tradesman to have been 
merely a well-fitting corset. And the zone, 
which plays so attractive a part io all allegorical 
aod buman history. may have been only a com- 
bination of well-fitting whalebone and steel 
quilted into silk or clota as the wearer chose. 

Thus the supposed purely natural and stat- 
uesque figures of the Roman women were really 
laced into shape, and held in “ durance vile as 
much as aro those of French ladies of to-day; 
and bere we ma as well remark that when we 
talk ot modern luxury we must not forget that 
oes earrings were worth 4100, 000,“ 
and 


Julius Cesar gave to another lady of 
his acquaintance a pair of earrings which cost 
hum at the Tiffany’s of that day 448,000.“ 
Some industrious Englishman has translated the 
Roman money into pouads for us. We can also 
refer to the reco of Seneca and Pliny for 

of female extravagance which 
the patroness of Worth to-day 
feel ashamed of derself for 
her moderation. Martial and Juvenal do not 
hesitate to record that, when these wealthy 
Games are being dressed uw their gorgeous 
peplums, their tresses of false bair, *‘* which 
tuey frizzled with hot irons,” when they put on 
their splendid pearls and ornament of gold, 
aod painted their faces. aod their eyebrows, 
they would throw the little brass-bandied mur- 
rorat the head of the offending slaves, or 
even appiv the whip if the tire-wowan did not 
make her mistress beautiful. 

We see that there is “ nothing new under the 
sun; even our little tempecs have all been 
zudulged in by the Portias, the Cornelias, the 
Cleopatras of the past, nor can we inveot a pew 
folly, or caprice, or abeurdity of dress, but we 
nud in history that some woman has been before 
us. So che corset bas its antiquity with all the 
rest. 

About the middle of the tenth century there 
eame up a terrible and cruel corset, called codes 
hardies. These were stiffened wich steel, and 
clasped with brass or gold. We know very well 
from the picturés of chat period what imtensely 
email wass were produced, and what siiffvess 
of figure. The French words corps and serres 
(to tighven), which seem to have suggested the 
word corset, could not have betier expressed this 
article of dress. We do not kuow bow many 
women died of these corseta—probably more 
than ever died of a broken heart. Men as well as 
women wore the horrible things. One lady of 
rack is described as wearing ‘‘a splendid girdle 
of beaten gold avout her middie small.“ Chau- 
cer describes ope of these beauties as bein 
„small as a weasel and uprigbt as a bolt, whic 
does not sugges: a very pleasing image of fe- 
male loveliness to the modern mind. 

But, if it was one thing to lace in the waists, 
it was another to augmeut the size of the suirt 
until its outrageous circumference saould make 
the waist looa small. This idea undoupntedly 
arose when the rich silke of the middle ages, 
stiffened with gold aud silk brocade, came to be 
plaitedunto a skirt for a slender figure. The 
great mass stood out of itself and made tue waist 
look very It was a fabric unknown to 
the Ru éeks, who had mostly a soft 
woolen cloth\out of which to construct their 
dresses, and it made « fashion for itself. We 
find those handsome creatures, the Italian wo- 
meu of the fifteenth century, oucdoing all ochers 
in this luxury of the robe. Queen Catherine de 
Medici stands in one of the galleries at Fiorence 
in stately splendor, with @ hoop of enormous di- 
mensions holding out. her splendid brocade. In 
fact, tha heavy skirt at once suggested the hoop 
aud recessitated it, for it was eo heavy as to fa- 

ue the wearer; and the hoop is always a great 
relief. 

It was reserved for the Emperor Joseph II. of 
Austria (who did not foresee that his royal suc- 
cessor, the present Empress, would have a waist 
of 16 N to issue ao edict against the corset. 
Undoubiedly tightJacing had become a very 
bei tous matter, and the bea!th of the people was 
sufferiog. He thieatened all damseis with = 
communication if persisted in wearing .

A Night in the Oentrai Park Garden, 
New York Correspondence of the Worcester (Maus, spy. 

He who is uot utterly a barbarian, béiog in 
New York, goes to hear Theodore Thomas or- 
chestra. He who has taste goes often. A ride 
of almost 2 miles by carr: or horse-car, 
from the Fiftia Avenue Hotel, brings you to the 
place. It 1s opposite the Seventh avenue gate 
to the park. one dismounts he looks up at a 
white front, with a suimounting row of globe 
sete aes an d reads the name Central Park 

ardeu,” in staring colossal letters. The build- 
ing is unpretentious, at least on the outside, 
Through the, open windows we behold the 
painted ceiling and hear the thrumming of the 
musicians as they tune their instruments. Be- 
fore entering we coast & glance at the trees that 
stretch into the park, and at the motley crowd 
gathered oi the open lots across the street. 
Tuese are (hey who bave musical longings but 
have not the, disposition or the cash to euter the 
Garden.“ They therefore enjoy a free concert 
outside, and: from the rocks on which they are 
perched have also a very fair view of the inside 
of the buik ling.

listen to the music, and talk the latest s 
talk, all sit once. Bat if, matead of passing 
through tlae gallery spoken of above, you turn to 
the rigot immediately after euteriag, you come 
into the paaip hall aud concert-room. Here are 
many smell tables, surrounded by a half-dogen 
chairs; aod there are longer tabies and settees, 
aud near the orchestra are chairs with no tables, 
but set ba rows forthe use of those who lke 
that. At one end, that next the open garden de- 
scribed before, is the stand for musicians, 
very root zj and spacious. 

At the otber end ix a gallery with boxes and 
other acc ommodations for those who wish to be 
more ivate or more conspicuous than the 
general. The ceiling is very high, aud the dec- 
orations are very gsudy. There are portraits of 
the mus ters of music, drawn wita « very free 
hand; and there are cherubs, angels, cupide, or 
what rot—ibe artist doubtiess knew—sporting 
about ip. a jovial manner, climbing after grapes, 
shvotuy: off arrows, and very mecry every — 
Large wiodows and doors a:e on every side 
of the ball leading to the open air promenade: 
Adjoining the large hall. and beyond it as you 
eater, is a restaurant and saloon, « high-toned 
bar-roo n, properly speaking. There appears an 
affinity oetweeu beer-drinking aud music-loving, 
and Le re the union is seen in ita perfection. 

You dispose of yourself as you choose. 
alone, you will prebabiy prefer to sit on the 
raised settees that live the wall. Thus you can 
see evarybody and study manners and dresses. 
But if you have a party you will sit around one 
of the tables, aud ve as social and untrammeled 
as possible. Ococasi a waiter, with napkin 
and money in one hand, and, most probably, 
glass of in the other, flite by you.

Women and University Degrees, — 
From the London Saturday Review. 

Women have not been idle lately in asserting 
their claims to positions hitherto occupied by 
men. There has been a discussion in the House 
of Commons on a motion by Mr. Cowper Temple 
to authorize the Universities of Scotland “ to 
make such regulations as they may think fit for 
the admission and complete education of female 
students.” There has also been a discussion in 
the Senate of the University of London on the 
question whether it is desirable that the Uni- 
vetsity “shotild be empowered to admit women 
to its degrees.” This, however, came to even 
less than the motion in the House of Commons, 
being rejected by a decisive majority. The ro- 
cent méeting at St. James’ Hall in support of 
women’s suffrage, and the announcement that 
some £1,800 or £1,400 have been spent in sap- 
port of it, téstify that, in political life as well as 
in literature and science, women are determined 
to seék a place. We shall confine our remarks, 
However, on this occasion, to the ef- 
forts which women lave been misking to 
obtain University degrees. and to become 
members of the various professions to which 
these degrees are regarded as preliminary steps. 
It appeurs to be admitted that the number of 
women possessed by this ambition is small ; and 
this is used as an argument in favor of grantiag 
what is asked. Weare asked to believe that no 
great harm can result from allowing these féw 
women to have their way, and to obtain, if they 

can, the object of theit ambition. On the other 

hand, however, those who take a wider view of 
the subject may reply that it is monstrous to al- 
low so small a minority. moved in E great meas:

From e New Yor Jotirnai af Commetee. 

A London illustrated paper gives scenes at ong 
of the new cookery schools. In ohe pictute thé 
fair pupils are looking on intently while the in- 
strdctor prepares u fricandean of veal, The 
whole process is condneted directly under their 
eyes aud noses, with full explanations of the 
rationale. Afterwards the schofars are made to 
do it for themselves, and to keep doing it tin 
ihe teacher is satisfied. Picture No. 2 discloses 
the dainty hands at work ecouring coffee- 
pote und dish covers, afd pefformiiug 
other drudgeryx of tue ° Kitchen. The 


not prevent them from beiug fashionablé, sinde 
these schools are undef noble patromige. It 
can never be said of the female aristocracy of 
England that they are neglectful of the duties 
devolving on thelr station; for we find them 
continually engaged in welb meant efforts to in- 
struct aud beuelt the humbler Classes; aud in 
nothing have they better shown that benev olent 
disposition- than in their latest attetnpt 
to revive the lost art of cookery. 
By their money and their exertions, cookery 
schodls have been opened in different parts of 
London. Some of these are for the instruction 
ef yonnge ladies of the higher and wealthier 
ranks, and others are for thé wives tod daugh- 
ters of wotking men. All are under charge of 
professional eooks, perfect in practices as in 
In the pocrer didtricts of London, 
eheapnhees is the great thing sought (next te un- 
tritiveness), and from the echwols escablished 
there we have such accounts as . these: 
At a recent experimental lecture, the cook 
prepared two sonps. and ome. stéw. Ihe 
first soup contained plenty of meat an 
atiiorted vegetables, and two quarts 0 
it cost seven pence three farthings. ‘The second 
was a more delicate affair, but thick, and slab, 
and “filing,” and cost 81 renee half-penny for 
two qua Four f-peoiy wad consid: 
ered a very cheap rate for the stcctileut stew vy 
all who tried it. As these dishés were simmer- 
ing befere the fire, the cook (who was no less a 
man than a Professor in the Science and Art 
Branch of the South Kensington Museum) 
discoursed of the chemical and nutritive value 
of the ingredients used in the messes. If 
he did not make himself perfectly clear on this 
point, he at least taught his attentive. hearers 
how to make two substantial sonps and a stew. 
At the same time that cookery is coming up un- 
der good auspices in England. it is also beginning 
to be rédeetned from total neglect in this coun- 
try. The Free Training School for Women in 
this city has taken hold of it. At the last week- 
ly meeting of the managers it was resolved to 
organize à cooking class at ouce, with a superior 
French cook at the head and a number ot sub- 
teachers. There will be two practieal lessons a 
week. Fees of admission will be nominal, 
sides being taught to cook, the pupils will be in- 
itiated in the mysteries of buying provisions 
fit to eat,—a brauch of knowledge fully as rare as 
good cookery. When the managers have trained 
isan uumber of young women in these ab- 
fuse arts, they propose to start a large restau- 
rant in the school ding, and make it self- 
supporting. This ie a generons end wise pur- 
pose, aud must have the good wishes of 4 
whole .community of sufferers from villainous 
cooking. It should be éxplained that the 
main object Of thé Free Trafning School is 
to furnish firet-clags “help” for families, 
and m this it ix reported highly guccess- 
ful. The demand for Kradustes is far 
ahead of the supply; and after they have 
been taught to work, the rush to engage them 
will be still flercer. The experience of the Free 
‘Training School proves, What we have always 
maintained, that there is plenty of room at ex- 
cellent wages for American girls who will be so 
good as to condescend” to earn their living by 
their hands. As cooks, if understood their 
business, they could command almost any price. 
The matfons of the Free Tr School are 
aiming to meet one kind of want; but there is a 
greater and more serious need of teaching cook- 
ery to all young women, whatever their position 
in lite.

Gen. Scott’s Little Precaation. 
From the New York Sun. 
The late Gen. Winfield Scott was a man emi- 
neutly of a practical turn of mind. He profited 
by the leasons of experience. He had suffered 
considerably from detraction and misrepresenta- 
tion as to copversations which had taken place 
between himself and certain women when noone 
else was présent..

Account of the Desperate Fight at. 


Somerville, Téenn._Onue Man me 
ceives Thirteen Bullets im Mis Body 
and Wet Lives. 8 


Mxuruis. Tenn., Aug. 8.— From Capt. Harve 
Mathers, editor of the Evening Ledger of this 
city, who returned from Somerville this afier- 
noon, the following accou:t of the riot. or rather 
what threatened to become a riot, at Somerville 
yesterday, is obtained:

A- 
most simultaneously two or threeshots were 
tired at the negro by friends pf the Mayor, who 
had collected there, among whom was a man 
named Oscar Buiton, noted for being an ex- 
cellent shot and brave. He was charged 
with firing at Warren when he met his death.

THREATENED TO KILL

Judge J. Reeves, Aibert 
Reeves, the Sheriff-elect, and another brother 
named Paul, attempted to arrest and disarm 
Burton, but owing to s report that a body of 
negroes were marching on the town, Burton re- 
fused to be arrested and they opened fire on 
him, wounding him severely in fou different 
places.

THE LABOR QUESTION. 


Desperate Fight Metween Union and 
Nen-Union Men in Breeklyr. 

New Yorx, Ang. 8.—A murder occurred last 
night in the Eastern District of Brooklyn, grow- 
ing out of the conflicts which exist between the 
members of the Piasterers’ Union and non-so- 
ciety men. A building is in the couise of erec- 
tion at North Seventh and Fourth streets, and 
the owner hired some pon-society men a short 
time ago to do the plastering, as they 
agreed to work ten hours a day instead of 
eight. Numerous threats have been made 
against them by the society men ding the past 
three days, and especiaily by a number of 
masons who are working eight hours on some 
building near at band. Last night. three of the 
latter, James Kilduff, Thomas MeLaughhm and 
John Kingston quit work, as usual, at 5 o'clock, 
and started for the building where the non- 
society men were at work, determined, as they 
stated, to teach them a lesson that wouid 
prevent their acting in opposition to the wishes 
of the Union.” Arriving at the boure, they began 
an assault upon the men at work. Kilduff led the 
attack and struck one of the men, while McLangb- 
lin knocked theotnerdown. Kilduff, in the fight, 
was ejected from ibe building and was about to 
strike with a stone the person whom be had first 
assailed when Frank Stuck, the watchman of the 
premises, who had been thus fara spectator of 
the fight, seized a plasie-er’s hammer, and, 
striking Kilduff upon the bead, killed him m- 
stantly. All the persons at work im che build- 
ing were arrested, and Stuck was arrested soon 
afterwards. Later in the evening MeLaughliu 
and Kingston, who jomed Kilduff in the as- 
sault, were locked up.

The party arrived at Milwaukee at 8:30 in the 
evening, where they sat down to an excelien:

Rules were suspended the 
minute the party left the car, and there was 
nothing to hinder full e:jovment of the meal. 
When this was over, the party again filled the 
car, woich whisked them off to Pewaukee in 
about au hour. There the were met by 

A DELEGATION OF PEWAUKEEANS 
with a siable-lantern, the leader of whom lit the 
way to the Oakton Springs Hotel, which was to 
Le the partes resting-place during their sojqurn 
at Pewau ee. In conversation with the man 
with the stable-lantern, Tux Targon reporter 
learned that quite a number of ladies who 
were staying at tbe house were — io the 
parlors o give the Aldermeu a suitable recep- 
tion. Arrangements had beep made for a dance, 
and it only required the Caicago Aldermen to 
act in a proper manner to set such an evening's 
enjoyment going as bad never before been heard 
of in Pewaukee. The hotel was reached at 
about 10 o’vlock, and the ladies were found in 
the pariors as stated, but the Aldermen and 
their Jriends were baakful, and held back in the 
passage, many of them blushing lke City Clerks 
or Cite Treasurers. At last an Alderman came 
to the rescue. He was 2 SBixteenth 
Ward Alderman, and a very ‘stonut” 
one at that. He noticed the bashfulness 
of the “boys,” and, swaggering into the

When be was gone an attempt was made 
to effect a reconciliation between the ladies and 
the Aldermanic party, but the latter felt oo deep- 
ly the false position in which they had been 
placed, and went off in knots of different sizes 
to spend the evening in the wav they thought 
best. It had been better for some of them had 
they, remained in the parlor, or at any 
rate not been seduced into playiog a game which 
nine out of ten Aldermen vowed they did not 
understand.” Bat for men who had never seen 
A GAME OF POKER 
played in their lives before, the Aldermen 
showed an appetite which was simply astound- 
ing.

After along five minutes of suspense, Pres- 
ident Schaffner reported that he had succeeded 
in hooking a fish, and would be omy to know the 
pleasure of the meeting as to what final disposi- 
tion be should make of it. He did not like to hurry 
the Aldermen, but, inasmuch as his rod was ve y 
slight and the fish eviden ly very stout, he 
would be glad to bear a resolution sutborizing 
him to drag it from the water. 

Ald. Lengacher would oppose such a motion 
strenuously. Any man who knew auvything 
about fishing knew that a fish of any decent size 
should be played for at least teg, minutes before 
it could be pulled from the Water. He would 
move that the President be instructed to humor 
hrs fish for ten minutes, and that then the meet- 
ing decide upon what farther action should be 
taken intpe matter.

ing of a good catch. It has been already stated 
that COitv-Clerk Forrest and Juige Milligan 
caught the larcest haul on the first day, but the 
sequel to the story did not leak out until the 
next day. During the evening the Judge and 
City-Clerk were recounting to ao admiring and 
rather envious audience the incidents*connected 
with the capture of each of their largest fish, 
when a small boy entered who wanted to see 
Mr. Forrest.” 

“What is it, my child?“ said the City-Clerk, 
patting the boy on the head im an affectionare 
manner. 

Well,“ said the boy, if von're Mr. Forrest, 
you’re the man as bought those ten pickerel from 
my father, an’ ne says he don’t Ie the looks of 
this here bill, an’ wants another one.” 

The murder was out, and, though the City- 
Clerk and Judge tried to keep the story from 
gaining currency, it was too good fo remain hid 
under a bustiel. It is needless to add that these 
gentlemen did no more fishing in Pewaukee Lake, 
but took a baggy early the next moroing and 
tried their lack io a different locality. 

The fishing on Friday was bardiy as good as 
that of the previous day, a storm which arose in 
the afternoon curtailing the day’s sport by two 
or three hours. 

THE START FOR HOME

morning, the party breaxfasting at Milwaukee, 
where some few of them stayed over for an hour 
or two. The city was reached at noon, and, be- 
fore disembarking, the party came to order and

WHITE STOCKINGS vs. MUTUALS. 

These two clubs played the seventa game of 
their championship series yesterday aftecnoon, on 
the Twenty-third street grounds, in the presence 
of about 4,000 people, and it resulted in the de- 
feat of the White Stockings by the o ore score of 
8to2. It cannot be denied that the loss of the 
game was due solely to bad errors on the part of 
certaim members of the home uine, but the fatal 
misplays were so ub looked for and of such an 
inexcusable character that, under the circum- 
stances, they may be set dowu as extraordinary. 
A greater scratch than the Mutuals’ victory could 
not be imagined iv s practical struggle like that 
of yesterday, and they themselves freely ac- 
knowledge that they were as much astonished as 
the White Stockings aud the spectators at 
the unexpected turn which the game 
took in the seventh and eiguch 
inoings. Before proceeding to explain 
how the game was lost and won, we will state 
that the pitching on both sides was the most 
effective work of the kivd that has ever been 
wituessed in this city, and perhaps in any other. 
Mathews may have dune better, aud so may 
Zettlein, but tne record of vase hits and the 
number of men who struck ous would indicate 
that each was at bis best. If the palm of 
superiority were to beawarded to either, Zetilein 
would be entitled to it, as there were less safe 
bits mede off of bis delivery, and more men 
e‘ruck out on him.

in conjunction with the regular Committee on 
Fire and Water, met at the City-Hall yesterday 
afternoon. Ald. Dixon, Heath, Clark, Sidweil, 
Cleveland, Cullerton, Cameron, Coey, and M. 
B. Bailey, were present. Commissioner Reno, 
Chief-Marshal Benner. and President Prindi- 
ville, of the Board of Public Works, were also 


present. 

The meeting was organized by placing Ald. 
Dixon in the Chair, and appointing Ald. Culler- 
ton Secretary, Ald. Corcoran, Chairman of the 


Special Committee, being sbsent. 

A communication was read from Ald. Stone, 
who was unable to be present, iu which he 
stated that he was in favor of as rabid a fire 
ordinance as could be made, 

PRESIDENT PRINDIVILLE 
was asked to masè suggestions to the Committee 
upon the defects of the fire ordinance of 1872. 
Iu repiv he made some valuable suggestions in 
reference to the construction of basements to 
buildings, and pointed out what he considere } 
some of the defects of the old ordinance. 
He was opposed to the provision of the 
ordinance re) uiring parties intending to move 
bu.ldings im the fire limits to give notice through 
the press. He regarded the vrovision as entail- 
ing nnecessary expens*,and recommended that, 
instead of advertising, persoval notice be served 
on parties ownieg property adjscent to the prop- 
erty pro oed to be occupi On the whole he 
thought that * of the ordinance bearing o 
the moving of buildings could not be maternally 
improved, unless it was by making it more strict. 

Ihe Chair then called for the reading of the 
old ordinance by sections. 

Ald. Coey moved to amend Sec. 2 to allow the 
erection of 

ONE-STORY BUILDINGS 
on streets where there are sewers, and to have all 
such 1 foot above the grade of the street. 

Ald. Sidwell said he was in ion of some 
recommendations from the Fire Wardens of the 
city touching the fire ordiuance, which he was 
allowed to read, as follows: 

That all buildings hereafter built in the fire-limits 
of the City of Chicago have walls as herein described: 
That dweilings of one story and basement may be 
built with walis not less than 8 inches thick. at 
dwellings of two stories and basement shall have the 
wall of the first story and basement 12 inches thick. 
That dwellings of three stories and basement shall 
have the wall of the basement and first story 16 inches 
thick; the walls of the other stories shall be 12 inches 
thick, 
Business houses of one story and basement shall 
have walls not less then 12 inches thick. 
Business bouses of two stories and basement shall 
have the walls of the basement and first story not 
leon than 16 inches thick; the walls of the 
upper stories snail be 12 inches thick, Busi- 
ness houses of three stories and basement 
shall have the walls of the basement 20 inches 
thick; the other walls shall be 16 inches thick. 
Business houses of four stories and basement shall 
Lave the walle of basement and first story 20 inches 
thick; the other walls shall be 16 in thick. Bad- 
ness houses of four stories shall add 4 inches in thick- 
ness to the wull for every story added to the height, 
In all buildings or blocks of buildings, except thea- 
tres, churches, or public balls, there shall bea fire- 
oof partition—wWall every 50 feet, extending from the 
oundation to the same hvight that the side-walls are 
butt. 
That all fire walle shall extend at least 28 inches 
above the roofs. Barns or stables of one story may 
be built with walls 8 inches thick, but where there is a 
loft for bay the walls shall be 12 inches thick. 
That no smoke-house shall be used unless it is built 
entirely of incombustible material, 
To probibit the use of shingles for roofs, 
To prohibit the use of shingies for roofs anless the 
composition shall have been inspected and properly 
tested, 

That all composition roofs shall be inspected once 
each year, 

To compel the placing of iron, ine, or other incom- 
hustible material under all stoves and furnaces. 

That all burns heresfter, built shall have fire-proof 
shutters and doors, or shutters and doors covered with 
iron, 

That all businese-houses sha’l have fire-proof shut- 
ters to all sides and rear openings. 

To prohibit the ouilding of wooden cu observ- 
atories, and covered stairways on top of any building 
unless covered with zinc, iron, or other incombustible 


materia. 

To prohſbit the use of wooden cornices on any build- 
ing more than one story in height, When metal cor- 
nices are used, the bracket supportang the same shall 
ve of iron or wood covered with iron, 

To prohibit the setting up of steam engines unless 
there is a brick hearth under the boiler at least 8 
inches thick, with air space of 2 inches, 

That the business of hay-pressing shall not be car- 
ried on within the city-limits unless the butiding used 
shall be at least 300 feet from any other build 

o compel the cleaning of chimneys once year, 
hat the cupolas to foundries shall be carried at 
least 4 feet above the roof, and tliat the roofs sur- 
rounding the cupolas on foundries, whether now in 
nse or hereafter to be erected, shall be built of non- 
combustible material.
